Schwartz hopes his success in the 
competition will make a positive im- 
pact.on the design department, which, 
along with 23 classmates and studio 
instructor Max Beach, supported him 
with ideas and critiques during the 
process. 

“Matthew rose to the occasion and 
filled his objectives to round himself 
out as a starting professional,” Beach

Zipear, a system of rental cars, has 
begun purchasing new cars from Ford 
for use by Cal State Long Beach students 

According to Elissa Thomas, ride- 
share coordinator at CSULB, Zipcar 
has named the new Ford Focus 2012 
car Fonzie, after the character from the 
sitcom “Happy Days.” 

Thomas said the Zipcars are avail- 
able for use by any students who are 
18 years or older as long as they have a 
valid driver’s license and a good driv- 
ing record. 

The car costs $8 per hour, or $66 per 
day — gas, insurance and roadside as- 
sistance are all included. 

“It’s really cool that they would 
supply something like that for the 
students,” said Feliciano Reyes, a 
freshman who lives at the Residential 
Learning Center, where the car is lo- 
cated. 

According to Colleen McCormick, 
public relations specialist at Zipcar, the 
company bought the new Fords after a 
two-year deal with the company. 

“The strategic alliance was de- 
signed to help accelerate use of:Zipcar 


across the U.S. and introduce a new 
generation of drivers to Ford vehicles,” 
McCormick said. 

Zipcar will add up to 650 Fords to 
its list of cars this year and they hope 
to have the Fords at all 250 universities 
that have Zipcars on their campuses, 
McCormick said. 

Although the 2012 Ford Focus was 
rated excellent for safety on usnews. 
rankingsandreviews.com, the web- 
site also mentioned that the car has 
not yet been tested by the federal 
government. 

Ford Car Communications Manager 
Octavio. Navarro confirmed the car 
had not been tested for safety by the 
federal government but said that it did 
receive the best possible safety rating 
from the Insurance Institute for High- 
way Safety. / 

Octavio also said that the Focus is 
safe vehicle and that Kelly Blue Book 
named the Focus a top car for back to 
school and road trips. 

Thomas views the new car as a solu- 
tion that will help relieve parking and 
traffic congestion. She also called the 
car “green” because it gets 40 miles to 
the gallon. 

Students save money by using Zip- 
car instead of having their own cars 
because they don’t have to pay for in- 
surance and gas, said Thomas. 

“The Ford commitment to_ build- 
ing the most fuel-efficient cars in each 
class’also resonates well with a gen-

‘Apples-to-apples’ report ranks CSULB 4th best in west region 


US News and World 
Report releases their 
2012 college guide.

U.S. News and World Report ranked 
Cal State Long Beach fourth best pub- 
lic regional university in the western 


United States for the fourth consecutive: . 


year, earning a distinction President 
F. King Alexander said should be the 
“most valued part of the [college] rank- 
ing system” for students. . 

CSULB also ranked 26th place in 
the Regional University Western Rank- 
ings, which included public and private 
institutions. : 

Rankings of colleges nationwide have 
been published in the 2012 edition of 
“America’s Best Colleges Guide,” an 
annual report and tool for incoming stu- 
dents searching for the right institution. 

But, according to Alexander, the 


guide does not always fairly represent 
public universities. 

The CSULB president said that a 
more accurate list of rankings would al- 
ways separate the public and private in- 


stitutions, so that the list may be “more 


apples-to-apples than apples-to-oranges.” 

Public universities, such as CSULB, 
face severe budget restrictions, unlike 
private institutions, and Alexander said 


that made it more difficult for students 


to graduate. : 
“There are less resources and classes 
are larger,” he explained. 
However, the report credited CSULB 


with having the fifth lowest debt among 
regional universities in the west. About 


38 percent of graduating students leave . 


with an average debt of $10,787. 
Among all universities nationally, the 
campus’ average debt ranked 11th lowest 
and its percentage of graduates with debt 
(38 percent) was fourth lowest. 
According to the list of U.S. News 
Best Grad School Rankings, CSULB 
has also ranked well in a variety of indi- 
vidual programs. The university’s high- 
est rankings were:in Best Healthcare 
Management Program (57th place), Best 
Fine Arts Program (58th place) and Best 


Social Work Program (60th place). 

The 2012 edition of the “America’s 
Best Colleges Guide,” which includes 
1,400 four-year colleges, was assem- 
bled by measuring and comparing 16 
mediators of excelletice. é 

According to U.S, News and World 


~ Report writers Robert Morse and Sam 


Flanigan, indicators used to measure 
academic quality are organized into 
such categories as, “assessment by 
administrators at peer institutions, re- 
tention of students, faculty resources, 
student selectivity, financial resources, 
[and] alumni giving.”

NASA details plans for new launch 


LOS ANGELES (MCT) — After 
more than a year’s delay, the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
on Wednesday unveiled its plan to build 
a heavy launch vehicle capable of send- 
ing astronauts beyond low-earth orbit 
“by 2025, but it would be only slightly 
more powerful than the 1960s-era Sat- 
urn V that launched Americans to the 
moon. : 

The new system would combine ele- 
ments of the retired space shuttle, the 
abandoned Constellation program and 
some potentially new hardware that 
would be phased in over the next de- 
cade, assuming Congress continues to 
provide about $3 billion per year for the 
work. 


» Although NASA has outlined its en- 
gineering design for the launch system, 
the agency has not yet set out a road 
map of where the machine would take 


_ humans in the solar system and when 


exactly it would conduct such missions. 

NASA officials have discussed a trip 
to circle the moon without landing, a 
trip to an asteroid and an eventual jour- 
ney to Mars. 

But those discussions are far from 
a concrete plan with a well-defined 
schedule. 

But industry officials were relieved 
that NASA has finally made a hardware 
decision. 

The new launch vehicle, dubbed 
blandly the Space Launch System, 


LF Goodwill 
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would consist of a first stage that uses 
up to five space shuttle main engines. 
NASA still has about 10 to 15 of those 
engines in its warehouse, so initially 
that would help save money. Later, 
Rocketdyne would supply a new ex- 
pendable version of the engine, which 
remains the most efficient liquid rocket 
engine ever designed. 

The new system would use a solid 
rocket booster derived from the space 


shuttle, but with five segments of fuel 


rather than four used on the shuttle. The 
second stage would use a J-2x hydrogen 
engine that is derived from the Saturn 
program.

My best friend was almost robbed last.week- 
end. He was carrying a pack of beer when three 
large men tried to jump him. 

I never learned how to defend myself grow- 
ing up, so when I heard.this story, I couldn’t help 
wondering what I would have done in his situa- 
tion. He ran — and I would have too — but when 
you do not have the skills to defend yourself, you 
have to be incredibly tactful in your escape. 

John was walking down 3rd St, at-around one 
in the morning when a small group of very large 
men started following him. Right off the bat, John 
was suspicious. He knew the beer in-his hands . 
paired: with his small stature was a big red flag to 
his own safety, but a go-ahead for those around 
him. ; 

At first, the men walked leisurely behind him, 
but then they began to pick up their pace to'catch” 
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up with John. He walked faster and so did they. 
He started to run, so they caught up quicker. - 
When John told me what was going through his 
head in these moments, I kicked myself for not 
thinking three steps ahead like he did. John knew 
he could not outrun the group of men, so he chose 
to rely on the consistent flow 
of traffic to slow them down. 
John looked for a break in cars 
and sprinted to the opposite 


* Side of the street, forcing his 


pursuers to wait their turn to cross. They started 
yelling at him, “Give us your fucking beer.” John 
held tight to the cans and kept running. : 
~_ He told me all of his initial thoughts. First off, 
nobody was around to notice all the fuss, so it 
was up to John to get some attention and ward 
these men off. Again, I drew a blank as far as 
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what I would have done in his shoes. John de- 
cided to snake through residential areas in hopes 


that his twists and turns would eventually lose the 


three men, and it worked. They finally lost John. 

I was happy to see John was okay, but his 
story brought me face to face with an ugly truth 
that I had been burying since 
I moved to Long Beach last 
year. I don’t feel safe. 

This is not to say our cam- 
pus or the surrounding area is 
dangerous for everyone. It just appears that way 
to girls like me who locked their front door grow- 


.ing up as an afterthought, rather than a necessary 


safety precaution. 

It’s a big scary world out there and having 
been raised in one of the safest communities in 
America, my learned skills — or lack thereof — 
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would not be of much use south of Cherry St. I’m 
clueless when it comes to the realities of down- 
town life, and John’s story really brought me to a 
place where I couldn’t ignore it. 

It’s hard to trust anyone in Long Beach, espe- 
cially late at night. I’m not quick on my feet like 
John, and I certainly wouldn’t have had the sense 
to tactfully outsmart the men like he did. 

One thing is for sure; I would have dropped 
the damn beer. But after that, who knows? If you 
are clueless like me, I say now is the time we get 
smart about living in Long Beach. It’s necessary 
that everyone, especially women, strategically 
learn to defend yourselves. Whether your in Long 
Beach or anywhere else. Survival of the fittest.

UAM posters motivate, promote ‘Peace’ 


The “Peace Press” 
exhibit shows more 
than 100 posters.

The University Art Museum’s lat- 
est exhibition, “Peace Press Graphics 
1967-1987: Art in the Pursuit of Social 
Change,” delivers all of the power a 
raised fist could punch with. 

The exhibit is a testament to propa- 
ganda’s allure, displaying more than 
100 posters and other printed materials, 
such as books, stickers, magazines and 
brochures. Almost all of these harbor 
the voice of change toward their time’s 
political ideology. 

During its day, Peace Press filled the 
void between progressive groups fight- 
ing for gay liberation, anti-war support 


or civil rights and the commercial print- 


ers who refused them. 

One of the first pieces on display.in 
this exhibition, Jerry Palmer’s 1969 
“Printing for the People,” embodies 


their mission. Palmer prints a reproduc- 
tion of: Pablo Picasso’s~1937 painting 
“Guernica” above a block of text sup- 
porting Peace Press. Picasso’s “Guerni- 
ca” is one of the most iconic instances 
of fine art crossing into propaganda; a 


“notion that Peace Press seemed to have 


mastered. 

Further blurring those lines of high 
art and mass production is “0 Hour,” a 
poster created by Carol Wells, George 
Fuller and Jazz Press in 1980. It com- 
bines illustration with excerpts from 
Ernesto Cardenal’s poem “Zero Hour,” 
discussing the dictatorships of Guate- 
mala, Honduras and Nicaragua. The 
poster honors Cardenal’s ideology of 
writing poems “to nonviolently protest 
injustice.” 

Viewers can admire Craig Cals- 
beck’s 1989 “Earth Day” for its beau- 
tiful illustration, which could. easily 
exhibit outside the propagandist realm, 
In contrast, there is also an abundance 
of overt graphic design, intriguing for 
their communicative persuasiveness 
and effective conveyance of opinion. 
A 1980 poster for the National Organi- 
zation for Women, using photography 
by Hella Hammid and text by Deena 
Metzger, reads quick but the clever 
message sticks: with you: “Woman’s 
place is in the House... and in the Sen- 


ate.” Bs 
Though all the work is not so quirky, 
with such serious plight there will obvi- 
ously be serious resistance. Mark Val- 
len’s 1971 “Evict Nixon!” illustrates 
the fiery ideological depths sometimes 
weeded to convey a message effec- 
_ tively. Vallen illustrates Richard Nixon 
with “Nixon” written underneath, but 
the “x” replaced with a swastika. In 
the same regards, a 1978 poster for the 
National Student Center of Thailand il- 
lustrates a blood-ridden battle with the. 
blunt message: “Down with Imperial- 
ism, Feudalism, and Bureaucrat Capi- 
talism.” : 

However, some of the posters: turn 
that radical opposition into comedy, as 
the best propaganda often will. An anti- 
communist ad for Scott Tissue Towels 
asks, “Is your washroom breeding Bol- 
sheviks?” and another poster appropri- 
ates Alberto Korda’s iconic image of 
Che Guevara to reassure, “There will 
be many Che’s.” 

The majority of posters exercise the 
admirable aesthetic in iconic imagery: 
quickly read, visually harmonized,sub- 
versive but not shockingly radical and 
containing a message. They are some- 
thing nice to look at but that also tells us 
how to better the world. Dave “Buffalo” 
Greene’s 1976 “Free Richard Mohawk

ree Richard Mohawk Paul Skyhorse,” c. 1976-1978, among 100 


other posters, is on display in the UAM’s “Peace Press” exhibit. 


Paul Skyhorse” falls into that category 
with its highly-rendered figures and hu- 
manitarian message to “free all politi- 
cal prisoners.” ; 

A large timeline of all relevant 
events from 1965-1989 is displayed on 
a museum wall. The degree of political 
change in that time span is impressive, 
and one could attribute Peace Press’ to 
be a large proprietor. If Peace Press’ 
radical conviction was among its great- 
est achievements, it apparently came 
with a price. Several of its employees 
reportedly “served jail terms for refus- 
ing to serve in the military.” 

But for those who don’t agree that 
dissent is the highest form of patrio- 
tism, and these posters for the Black 


Panther Party, United Farm Workers, 


and Woman’s Building movement don’t 
interest... amongst them are commer- 
cial posters Peace Press did in order to 
“offer discounted and pro bono services 
to movement groups.” One might enjoy 
seeing iconic concert posters for San- 
tana, Bob Marley and the Wailers, Tom 
Waits, Jerry Garcia and Herbie Han- 
cock, to name a few. 

The “Peace Press” exhibit will be 
on display until Dec. 11. The UAM is 
open Tuesdays through Sundays from 
noon to 5 p:m.; Thursdays from noon 
to 8 p.m.; and is closed Mondays and 
all university holidays. Admission is 
free for students and $4 for the general 
public.
